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O .K. so last week I thanked everybody and their moth- 
er for all the stuff they’ve done this year for the fac- 
ulty and the LSA and blah blah blah. That’s some- 
thing I wanted to do, and I needed to do, because lots of peo- 
ple” busted their butts” this past year to make student and 
faculty activities happen, and happen well. They deserved to 
be recognized for all that” butt bustin’’ since many in this 
Faculty take their “butt bustin’’ for granted and then complain 
about it when some minute detail isn’t to their liking. This 
complaining is of course done post-facto, long after these 
complainers could have gotten involved in the “butt bustin’’ 
but instead just sat on their butts and bitched. Here’s my 
message: In the name of BUTT BUSTERS everywhere, if 
you wanna BITCH, get out and “BUST YOUR BUTT”.

In order to pre- 
serve our present level of service and to fight these cuts , stu- 
dents will have to step up to the plate or watch services fall. 

The Faculty is also at a crossroads. It is no secret 
that out of province applications are way down, we are going 
through a curriculum reform process, and the job market is as 
tough as usual. If students can step up and show the province, 
the university, and specifically potential applicants that we 
are an active and dynamic place where students get involved 
and work constructively, this can do nothing but good for our 
funding, our reputation, and our potential to continue attract- 
ing fine students from throughout the country. 

Finally, if people get involved, participate, offer 
suggestions, or even just support, I think we will make this 
an even more enjoyable place to be on a daily basis. After 4 
years, I deeply care about this place. I’ve met made lifelong 
friends, I’ve been pushed and motivated by the work, and 
above all I’ve really enjoyed participating, contributing, and 
working in an institution I’m proud of. I’m outta here on 
April something (if I pass the exams) , but I just want to say 
this: 

If you care about this place in any way at all, I urge 
you to become a part of another new generation of BUTT 
BUSTERS! Because the more you BUST YOUR BUTT the 
less people there will be to sit on their BUTT and BITCH. 
And if that happens this place can only be BETTER.
